currently  the  executive  director  and 
trustee  of  the  Yawkey  Foundations, 
which  support  numerous  humanitar¬ 
ian,  cultural,  educational  and  athletic 
endeavors. 

Prior  to  entering  baseball  in  1970, 
Mr.  Harrington  was  an  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  at  the  Graduate  School  of  Man¬ 
agement  at  Boston  College,  his  alma 
mater,  where  he  conducted  courses 
in  Managerial  Accounting  and  Man¬ 
agement  Information  Systems.  He 
earned  his  Bachelors  degree  from  BC 
in  1957  and  his  Masters  degree  in 
Business  Administration  in  1966, 
while  also  being  licensed  as  a  certi¬ 
fied  public  accountant  in  1966. 

A  commissioned  naval  officer 


from  1958-60,  Mr.  Harrington  was 
aboard  the  USS  Charles  R.  Ware,  a 
Navy  Destroyer  that  travelled  exten¬ 
sively  throughout  the  world. 

Mr.  Harrington  is  a  director  of  the 
National  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in 
Cooperstown,  N.Y.,  Fleet  Bank  and 
the  New  England  Sports  Network.  He 
is  also  affiliated  with  various  chari¬ 
ties,  serving  as  trustee  of  the  Dana- 
Farber  Cancer  Institute  and  the  Catho¬ 
lic  Charitable  Bureau  of  Greater  Bos¬ 
ton.  He  is  also  a  Director  of  the  Base¬ 
ball  Assistance  Team  (BAT)  and  the 
National  Little  League  Foundation. 

John  is  currently  serving  as  the 
chairman  of  several  baseball  commit¬ 
tees,  including  the  Realignment/Ex¬ 
pansion  Committee  and  the  Labor 
Policy  Committee.  In  addition  he 
serves  as  a  member  of  the  Television 
Committee  and  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Committee. 

John  and  his  wife,  Maureen,  reside 
in  Westwood,  MA  and  have  three 
married  children:  Debra  (McNulty), 
Brian  and  Sean. 
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John  S.  Buckley  was  named  Red 
Sox  executive  vice  president  for  ad¬ 
ministration  in  January  of  1 994.  John 
was  a  partner  with  the  professional 
service  firm  of  Ernst  &  Young,  where 
he  served  as  an  advisor  to  privately- 
owned  and  entrepreneurial  busi¬ 
nesses.  He  had  extensive  involve¬ 
ment  in  consulting  with  professional 
sports  franchises  and  served  as  the 
firm's  national  sports  franchise  tax 
partner. 

Mr.  Buckley  had  been  an  advisor

to  the  Red  Sox  since  1974.  His  pre¬ 
vious  involvement  with  the  Red  Sox 
also  included  advising  ownership  in 
the  financing  of  the  Fenway  Park 
renovation  and  the  evaluation  of  their 
new  spring  training  facility  in  Fort 
Myers,  Florida. 

John  was  raised  in  Jamaica  Plain 
and  graduated  from  Boston  Latin 
School.  He  graduated  cum  laude  from 
Boston  College  with  a  B.S.  degree  in 
1966,  and  is  a  certified  public  ac¬ 
countant  and  member  of  the  AICPA 
and  Massachusetts  Society  of  CPAs. 
He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Boston  Latin 
School  Association  and  Catholic 
Charities  and  a  director  of  the  Boys 
and  Girls  Clubs  of  Boston  and  Junior 
Achievement.  Mr.  Buckley  also 
served  as  a  director  of  the  Francis 
Ouimet  Caddie  Scholarship  Fund. 
John  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  reside  in 
Westwood  MA  and  have  four  chil¬ 
dren,  Kerry,  Denise,  Marlene  and 
John,  Jr. 
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Dan  Duquette  was  named  execu¬ 
tive  vice  president  and  general  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox  on  Janu¬ 
ary  27,  1994.  Duquette,  38,  contin¬ 
ues  his  dedicated  efforts  to  bring  New 
England  a  perennial  champion-cali¬ 
ber  team.  Several  key  mid-season 
acquisitions  turned  the  1996  club 
around  as  the  Red  Sox  had  the  best 
second-half  record  (49-28)  in  the 
Major  Leagues,  leaving  them  just  shy 
of  a  Wild  Card  playoff  berth. 

Duquette  was  presented  with  a 
1 997  Honor  Award  by  the  American 
Baseball  Coaches  Association  (ABCA) 
for  his  "involvement  in  baseball  and 
significant  achievement  in  his  profes¬ 
sion."  The  Boston  Jaycees  also  se¬ 
lected  Duquette  as  one  of  Boston's 
Ten  Outstanding  Young  Leaders  in 
1996. 

In  1 995,  Duquette  lowered  the  pay¬ 
roll  considerably  and  assembled  an 
American  League  Eastern  Division 
Champion  team  after  insightfully  or¬ 
chestrating  a  multitude  of  transactions 
and  roster  moves  which  brought  53 
players  overall,  including  a  team- 
record  26  pitchers,  onto  the  Major 
League  roster.  The  1995  squad  he 
assembled  was  alone  in  first  place 
from  May  1 3  through  the  end  of  the 
season  and  finished  with  an  86-58 
.597  record.  The  Red  Sox  went  from 
7  games  under  .500  in  1994  (54-61) 
to  28  games  over  in  1995.  After  the 
season,  the  Boston  Baseball  Writers 
selected  Duquette  as  Baseball's  Ex¬ 
ecutive  of  the  Year.  He  also  finished 
second  in  the  voting  for  The  Sporting 
News'  Executive  of  the  Year  honors. 

Before  joining  the  Red  Sox, 
Duquette  was  vice  president  and  gen¬ 
eral  manager  of  the  Montreal  Expos 
since  September  19,  1991.  At  that 
time,  he  was  the  youngest  G.M.  in 
the  Major  Leagues.  He  joined  the 
Expos  on  October  8,  1987  as  direc¬ 
tor  of  player  development,  and  was 
named  assistant  general  manager  on 


January  25,  1990.  During  his  six 
years  with  Montreal,  Dan  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  assembling  the  contending 
Expos  of  1992-94  with  players  such 
as  Ken  Hill,  Mel  Rojas,  Larry  Walker, 
John  Wetteland  and  Marquis 
Grissom.  From  1992-94  the  Expos 
had  one  of  the  lowest  payrolls  and 
the  best  record  in  baseball  over  a 
three-year  span  (255-183  .582),  in-

eluding  baseball's  best  record  in  1 994 
(74-40). 

Dan  is  a  native  of  the  Western 
Massachusetts  town  of  Dalton,  where 
he  was  a  catcher  and  teammate  of 
former  Red  Sox  pitcher  Jeff  Reardon 
at  Wahconah  Regional  High  School. 
He  played  varsity  baseball  and  foot¬ 
ball  at  Amherst  College  and  earned  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  English  Litera¬ 
ture  in  1980.  He  began  his  profes¬ 
sional  baseball  career  in  July  1980 
with  the  Milwaukee  Brewers  as  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  assistant  in  scouting  and 
player  development.  Dan  was  in  the 
Brewers  minor  league  and  scouting 
departments  for  five  years  and  was 
then  named  scouting  director  for  the 


1986  and  1987  seasons. 

In  1 992,  Duquette  was  named  The 
Sporting  News  Major  League  Execu¬ 
tive  of  the  Year  in  a  vote  conducted 
among  26  Major  League  teams.  He 
was  also  named  the  UPI  National 
League  Executive  of  the  Year.  Previ¬ 
ously,  Dan  was  a  member  of  Base¬ 
ball  America's  Organization  of  the 
Year  five  times,  first  with  Milwaukee 
(1 985-86-87)  and  then  with  Montreal 
(1 988,  90).  The  Expos  were  honored 
as  the  1 993  Topps  Major  League  Or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Year. 

Dan  currently  serves  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Major  League 
Baseball  Scouting  Bureau  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Major  League  Base¬ 
ball  Playing  Rules  Committee.  He  is 
also  an  active  proponent  of  the  Jimmy 
Fund,  the  United  Way,  the  Genesis 
Fund,  and  Catholic  Charities.  In 
1996,  Dan  and  his  wife,  Sharon, 
chaired  the  most  successful  Cardinal 
Stewardship  Appeal  campaign  ever. 

Dan  is  an  avid  alpine  and  cross¬ 
country  skier,  and  during  the  off-sea¬ 
son,  he  not  only  enjoys  skiing 
recreational ly,  but  he's  also  active  in 
competitive  racing  events.  When  Dan 
joined  the  Red  Sox  in  January  1994, 
he  returned  home  to  his  native  New 
England  with  his  wife,  Sharon 
(Brophy),  who  graduated  from  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  their 
daughter,  Denise,  and  their  two  sons, 
Dan,  Jr.  and  Dana.  The  Duquettes 
make  their  home  in  Acton,  MA. 
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New  Alternative 
Red  Sox  Caps  For  1 997 


This  season,  in  addition  to  their 
traditional  navy  blue  caps,  the  Red 
Sox  will  sport  two  new  alternate 
baseball  caps  to  be  worn  at  various 
times  during  the 
season.  One  of 
the  new  caps  has 
a  red  crown  with 
a  blue  brim  and 
a  white  "B",  out- 
lined  in  blue. 

The  other  cap 
has  a  white 
crown  with  a 
blue  brim  and  a 
red  "B",  outlined 
in  blue.  The  Red 
Sox  will  continue 
to  wear  the  tradi¬ 
tional  navy  caps 
predominantly. 

Although,  the 
traditional  solid 
navy  blue  caps 
have  been  part  of 
the  Red  Sox  uni¬ 
form  since  the 
early  thirties, 
when  Tom 
Yawkey  began 

his  storied  ownership  of  the  Red  Sox, 
the  team  has  actually  worn  several 
different  caps  in  their  long  history. 
In  1901,  the  year  the  franchise  be¬ 
gan,  the  team  wore  a  pillbox  shaped 
cap  with  two  horizontal  blue  stripes, 
hand-picked  by  manager  Jimmy 
Collins.  Two  years  later,  in  1 903,  the 
style  changed  to  one  wider  horizon¬ 
tal  blue  stripe  on  the  same  pillbox 
cap,  which  was  a  throwback  to  the 
1  890's. 

The  Boston  Americans  officially 
became  the  Boston  Red  Sox  in  1 907, 
and  the  team  wore  plain  caps  for  the 


next  several  years,  usually  white  at 
home  and  gray  on  the  road.  It  was 
in  the  teens  and  twenties  that  pin¬ 
stripes  became  fashionable  for 


ballclubs  and  although  many  Red 
Sox  fans  today  might  deny  that  the 
Red  Sox  ever  wore  the  infamous 
trademark  of  their  division  rivals,  the 
team  actually  did  wear  gray  pin¬ 
striped  caps.  Teams  experimented 
with  various  new  uniform  styles  in 
the  early  thirties.  In  1931,  for  in¬ 
stance,  Red  Sox  caps  had  gray  pin¬ 
stripes  with  a  small  red  sock  on  front 
and  a  red  bill.  The  caps  we  know 
today  were  introduced  in  the  1933 
and  '34  seasons,  and  the  only  no¬ 
table  changes  since  then  came  in  the 
mid-seventies.  In  1974,  the  crowns 


on  Red  Sox  caps  were  half  red  and 
half  blue  and  from  1975-78,  the 
team  wore  red-crowned  caps.  Im¬ 
ages  of  those  red  caps  are  vivid  for 

anyone  who  can 
recall  the  magic 
of  1 975  and  the 
likes  of  Carlton 
Fisk,  Fred  Lynn, 
Carl 
Yastrzemski, 
Luis  Tiant,  Jim 
Rice,  Dwight 
Evans,  Bernie 
Carbo,  and  Rico 
Petrocelli. 

After  careful 
consideration  by 
the  Red  Sox  or¬ 
ganization,  this 
year's  additional 
styles  were  cre¬ 
ated  as  a  result  of 
requests  on 
Fenway  Park  fan 
surveys  over  the 
last  two  seasons. 
Many  other  Ma¬ 
jor  League 
teams,  including  Baltimore,  Chi¬ 
cago,  Cleveland,  Seattle,  and 
Toronto  have  successfully  imple¬ 
mented  alternate  caps  for  use  on 
weekends  or  at  special  events. 

The  1 997  alternate  caps  were  first 
seen  by  the  public  in  December  at 
the  WinterFest  fan  event,  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  1 996  Baseball 
Winter  Baseball  Meetings.  Red  Sox 
players  and  staff  modeled  the  caps 
while  they  greeted  fans  and  signed 
autographs. 
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CROSSING  THE  DIVIDE 

The  Continuing  Journey  of  the  Dominican  Republic's  Robinson  Checo  &  Japan's  Taka  Kato 


Each  February,  hundreds  of  pro¬ 
fessional  baseball  players  head  to 
Spring  Training  camps  in  Florida 
and  Arizona  to  begin  a  season-long 
journey.  Veterans,  rookies  and 
invitees  all  work  hard  with  hope, 
enthusiasm  and  determination  to  be 
among  the  25  that  continue  the 
journey  and  head  north  after  the 
Grapefruit  League  season  to  begin 
the  1 62-game  regular  season.  Upon 
commencing  their  journey  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  each  and  every  player  fo¬ 
cuses  on  the  ultimate  destination, 
the  opportunity  to  vie  for  a  World 
Series  Championship. 

Two  young  men,  from  com¬ 
pletely  different  backgrounds  and 
different  parts  of  the  world,  are  in 
the  midst  of  such  a  journey,  as  they 
work  out  at  the  Red  Sox  Spring 
Training  camp  in  Fort  Myers, 
Florida.  Their  journey  began  many 
years  ago,  as  kids  playing  for  youth 
baseball  teams  in  countries  far,  far 
away  from  the  five  fields  of  the  Red 
Sox  Fort  Myers  training  facility. 
Japanese  pitcher  Takayasu  Kato  and 
Dominican  pitcher  Robinson 
Checo,  who,  thus  far,  have  played 
their  entire  amateur  and  profes¬ 
sional  baseball  careers  outside  the 
United  States,  have  come  to  the  Red 
Sox  spring  camp  with  the  hope  that 
they  may  realize  their  dream  to  play 
for  the  Red  Sox  in  the  Major 
Leagues  and  battle  to  earn  the  right 
to  place  a  World  Series  Champion¬ 
ship  ring  on  their  finger. 

When  left-handed  pitcher 
Takayasu  Kato  was  growing  up,  the 
idea  of  playing  professional  base¬ 
ball  in  the  United  States  was  be¬ 
yond  his  wildest  expectations. 


Now,  the  6-2,  209-pounder  is  here, 
and  is  very  thankful  to  the  Red  Sox 
for  giving  him  the  opportunity  to 
fulfill  his  dreams.  Kato,  who  previ¬ 
ously  pitched  for  the  Chiba  Lotte 
Marines  in  the  Japanese  Pacific 
League,  was  the  Marines'  first- 
round  selection  in  the  1993  draft 
and  received  the  largest  signing  bo¬ 
nus  in  the  history  of  Japanese  pro¬ 
fessional  baseball.  Kato  was  side¬ 
lined  with  a  knee  injury  in  1 995  and 
became  a  free  agent  after  leaving 
the  ballclub.  He  was  signed  by  the 
Red  Sox  on  October  28,  1 996  and 
traveled  to  the  United  States  to  re¬ 
ceive  medical  care  to  repair  the  in¬ 
jury  to  his  knee.  Today,  Kato  is  con¬ 
tinuing  his  rehab  and  is  eager  to  fine 
tune  his  forkball  and  trademark 
curve  ball.  He  works  tirelessly  to

prepare  himself  for  live  competition 
and  the  challenge  of  facing  hitters 
in  the  majors.  Taka,  as  he  is  infor¬ 
mally  called,  says  with  an  appre¬ 


ciative  smile,  "I  am  a  lucky  man  and 
I'm  very  happy  now.  Every  time  I 
go  pitch,  like  my  father  says,  I  will 
'try,  try,  try'." 

From  the  other  side  of  the  world, 
meet  Dominican-born  and  raised 
Robinson  Checo,  the  6-1,  185- 
pound  right-hander,  who  hasn't 
made  his  Major  League  debut  yet, 
but  has  confidently  set  his  goals 
high.  As  a  member  of  the  Red  Sox, 
Checo  has  his  eyes  on  both  a  World 
Series  Championship  and  Cy  Young 
Award  honors.  On  December  4, 
1996  the  Red  Sox  announced  that 
they  had  signed  Checo  to  a  two- 
year  Major  League  contract,  repre¬ 
senting  the  very  first  agreement  in 
which  a  Major  League  baseball 
team  executed  a  player  transaction 
with  a  Japanese  Professional  Base¬ 
ball  Club.  Checo  is  a  strong,  power 
pitcher,  who  has  a  fierce  air  of  con¬ 
fidence  and  competitiveness. 

"In  Japan,  I  was  the  #1  pitcher 
for  the  Hiroshima  Carp,"  says 
Checo,  "and  my  mother  now  says 
'go,  Checo,  go  win  the  American 
Cy  Young!'."  Checo  was  a 
centerfielder  before  he  was  con¬ 
verted  to  a  pitcher  because  he  says 
his  arm  was  "very  strong  and  very 
fast."  In  fact,  Checo  claims  to  have 
been  clocked  at  99  miles  an  hour 
while  playing  in  Japan. 

The  25-year-old  Checo  was  born 
in  the  Dominican  Republic,  but 
played  in  the  Hiroshima  Toyo 
Carp's  organization  since  he  began 
a  stint  with  their  Western  League 
farm  team  in  1992.  General  Man¬ 
ager  Dan  Duquette  described 
Checo  as  "a  first-class  pitcher, 
whose  talent  and  ability,  high- 
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lighted  by  his  excellent  arm  and 
outstanding  power  fastball,  give 
him  the  potential  to  be  an  impact 
player  on  our  major  league  staff  this 
coming  season." 

The  right-hander  displayed  his 
ability  when  he  pitched  for  a  Do¬ 
minican  team  during  the  winterball 
playoffs  prior  to  the  1996  season. 
He  dominated  some  of  the  best 
current  Major  League  hitters  play-

ing  for  the  Puerto  Rican  All-Star 
team  including  Boston's  own 
Wilfredo  Cordero. 

Kato  and  Checo  already  feel 
comfortable  living  in  the  United 
States  and  have  very  much  enjoyed 
their  short  time  here.  They  have 
both  visited  Boston  once  and  have 
differing  opinions  about  the  likes  of 
the  beloved  Green  Monster  at 
Fenway.  "I  love  it,"  says  a  confident 
Checo,  while  Kato  shakes  his  head 
and  laughs,  "it's  too  close!".  They 
each  noted  that  ballparks  in  Japan 
are  usually  symmetrical,  without 
such  features  as  Fenway  Park's 
nooks  and  crannies,  centerfield  tri¬ 
angle  and  looming  Green  Monster. 
If  they  were  to  take  the  mound  at 
Fenway  Park  today,  both  would  be 


prepared  for  the  exuberance  of  the 
Red  Sox  faithful.  According  to  the 
two  pitchers,  Japanese  baseball  fans 
are  always  very  vocal  and  excited 
during  games.  They  bring  trumpets, 
drums,  and  other  musical  instru¬ 
ments  to  play  loud  songs  when  their 
team  is  at  bat. 

In  their  free  time  off  the  playing 
field,  Kato  and  Checo  participate  in 
a  myriad  of  activities.  Checo  is  a 
student  of  the  martial  arts,  with  Ka¬ 
rate  being  his  forte.  Kato,  like  other 
Japanese  teenagers,  was  encour¬ 
aged  to  participate  in  a  wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  activities  in  addition  to  base¬ 
ball,  including  basketball,  swim¬ 
ming,  handball,  volleyball,  track, 
ping-pong,  and  even  singing.  "You 
do  everything.  It  is  the  Japanese 
style,"  says  Kato  of  his  busy  life. 
Kato  also  began  to  study  the  English 
language  and  has  a  good  reading 
and  writing  foundation,  but  he  has 
not  had  much  practice  speaking  the 
language.  Checo,  whose  native  lan¬ 
guage  is  Spanish,  picked  up  Japa¬ 
nese  while  he  was  playing  in 
Hiroshima,  but  says  that  Japanese 
is  a  very  hard  language.  Some  of 
his  teammates  comment  that 
Checo's  Japanese  is  better  than  his 
English.  He  and  Kato  currently  at¬ 
tend  English  classes  after  each  day's 
workout. 

Both  pitchers  agree  that  although 
baseball  is  the  most  popular  sport 
in  Japan,  as  it  is  in  the  United  States, 
the  philosophies  of  baseball  work¬ 
outs  are  quite  different  in  the  Far 
East.  In  high  school,  for  instance, 
Kato  was  the  best  pitcher  on  his 
team,  so  he  started  every  game  and 
would  often  throw  as  many  as  three 
to  four  hundred  pitches  during  bat¬ 
ting  practice.  Kato  and  Checo  also 
say  that  pitchers  are  expected  to 
"pitch  through"  soreness,  pain  and 
fatigue.  Checo  believes  that  al¬ 
though  throwing  so  many  pitches 


can  be  tiring,  it  also  serves  to  de¬ 
velop  incredible  arm  strength  and 
endurance. 

The  Boston  Red  Sox  organization 
is  dedicated  to  the  mission  of  pro¬ 
viding  their  fans  a  perennial  cham¬ 
pionship  caliber  team.  In  order  to 
achieve  this  goal,  the  ballclub  has 
made  a  commitment  to  discovering, 
acquiring  and  developing  players, 
at  both  the  minor  league  and  ma¬ 
jor  league  levels,  from  the  United 
States  and  throughout  the  interna¬ 
tional  baseball  arena.  Dan 
Duquette  has  allocated  a  significant 
amount  of  resources  into  building 
a  superior  scouting  network  all  over 
the  world.  The  Red  Sox  currently 
have  baseball  affiliations  at  every 
corner  of  the  globe  including,  Aus¬ 
tralia,  Japan,  the  Dominican  Repub¬ 
lic,  Korea,  the  Far  East  and  South 
Pacific  rim  and  Venezuela. 

Boston  has  forged  a  strong  work¬ 
ing  relationship  with  the  Hiroshima 
Carp,  a  relationship  that  will  prove 
to  be  mutually  beneficial.  The  ac¬ 
quisitions  of  Robinson  Checo  and 
Taka  Kato  are  a  prime  illustration 
of  the  expansive  efforts  of  the  Red 
Sox  international  scouting  mission. 
Duquette,  with  Executive  Director 
of  International  Baseball  Opera¬ 
tions  Ray  Poitevint,  wish  to  bring 
some  of  the  world's  very  best  young 
baseball  talent  into  the  Red  Sox  or¬ 
ganization,  and  to  see  the  game  of 
baseball  grow  and  flourish  through¬ 
out  the  entire  world.  With  contin¬ 
ued  efforts  in  the  international 
arena,  Red  Sox  fans  will  be  able  to 
watch  talented  players  like 
Robinson  Checo  and  Taka  Kato  as 
they  continue  their  journey  with  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  on  the  road  to  a 
World  Series  Championship. 
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HUMBLE  HEROES

Professional  athletes  lead 
very  public  lives.  They  are  un¬ 
der  intense  scrutiny  while  per¬ 
forming  in  front  of  large  crowds, 
trained  cameras,  and  countless 
reporters,  and  they  run  the  risk 
of  being  defined  solely  by  their 
acts  on  the  field.  But  many 
ballplayers,  particularly  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  do 
some  of  their  best  work  away 
from  the  limelight.  The  entire 
Red  Sox  organization,  from  the 
front  office  to  the  clubhouse,  has 
made  community  relations  ef¬ 
forts  a  large  part  of  their  everyday  busi¬ 
ness.  Last  season,  the  team  had  1 00%  par¬ 
ticipation  in  community  activities.  While 
everyone  participates,  the  following  play¬ 
ers  have  made  remarkable  contributions 
to  the  Red  Sox  community  relations  ef¬ 
forts: 

From  the  day  Tim  Naehring  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  Boston  from  Pawtucket  in  1 990, 
he  has  been  a  tireless  participant  in  Red 
Sox  community  relations  efforts  and  has 
made  impressive  contributions  to  the 
community.  Tim's  dedication  on  the  field 
is  only  surpassed  by  his  dedication  to  help 
others.  He  is  a  past  recipient  of  the  BoSox 
Club  Man  of  the  Year  honors  for  his  com¬ 
munity  endeavors  and  contributions  to 
the  success  of  the  team.  Naehring,  who 
is  a  sponsor  of  the  Cystic  Fibrosis  and 
Multiple  Sclerosis  foundations,  is  a  fre¬ 
quent  visitor  to  the  Dana-Farber  Clinic 
and  also  a  participant  in  the  Red  Sox 
Adopt-A-School  Program.  Naehring  is 
well  known  for  the  unique  brand  of  at¬ 
tention  and  instruction  he  displays  dur¬ 
ing  baseball  clinics  for  youngsters.  Tim 
is  also  a  co-founder  of  the  Athletes  Reach 
Out  Program  (ARO),  which  works  to 
unify  parents,  teachers,  and  coaches  in 


the  community.  ARO  is  a  national,  com¬ 
munity-geared  organization  consisting  of 
professional  athletes  and  individuals  in 
the  sports  world  who  have  joined  to¬ 
gether  to  generate  awareness  and  create 
projects  for  the  betterment  of  America's 
youth.  The  goal  of  ARO  is  to  unify,  en¬ 
courage  and  assist  athletes  with  all  com¬ 
munity  service  activities  in  an  effort  to 
foster  their  personal  and  professional 
growth.  Already,  Naehring's  ARO  pro¬ 
gram  has  had  a  positive  impact  on  the 
lives  of  hundreds  of  youngsters  and  has 
received  support  from  both  the  sports 
world  and  corporate  America. 

Tim  is  currently  on  the  way  to  com¬ 
pleting  "Little  Fenway,"  a  small  scale  ver¬ 
sion  of  Fenway  Park  in  his  home  state  of 
Ohio.  "Little  Fenway"  is  Naehring's 
brainchild.  He  believes  that  all  of  life's 
greatest  achievements  begin  with  a  vi¬ 
sion,  and  Little  Fenway  is  his.  It  is  a  gift 
to  Tim's  hometown  community  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  where  his  dreams  began,  and  a 
tribute  to  the  great  sport  which  helped 
make  those  dreams  come  true.  From  the 
towering  Green  Monster  to  Pesky's  Pole 
and  even  the  Morse  code  names  of  former 
Boston  Red  Sox  owners  Tom  and  Jean 


Yawkey  on  the  field's 
scoreboard,  Little  Fenway  will 
ensure  that  Boston's  Fenway 
Park  legacy  lives  on.  Little 
Fenway  will  be  utilized  by 
young  baseball  players,  from  T- 
Ball  to  Legion  Ball.  Tim  has  al¬ 
ways  made  time  in  his  work 
schedule  to  go  the  extra  mile, 
whether  it  has  been  making  a 
charity  appearance  or  simply 
stopping  to  take  the  time  to 
meet  and  sign  autographs  for  a 
group  of  young  children. 

Since  joining  the  Red  Sox, 
Heathcliff  Slocumb  has  embraced  the 
Jimmy  Fund  and  the  battle  against  can¬ 
cer  as  his  major  community  focus.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  1 996  season,  he  joined  forces  with 
a  local  business  (Boston  Market)  to  ben¬ 
efit  the  battle  against  cancer.  This  past 
January,  he  organized  a  celebrity  basket¬ 
ball  event  for  breast  cancer  charities  at 
Brandeis'  Gosman  Center.  The  Red  Sox 
closer  shows  the  same  enthusiasm  and 
effort  when  he  works  with  the  American 
Cancer  Society  to  "save"  the  day  for  can¬ 
cer  patients  as  he  does  to  "save"  games 
for  the  Red  Sox.  "Slo"  has  become  a  fix¬ 
ture  atthe  Jimmy  Fund  Clinic  atthe  Dana 
Farber  Cancer  Institute,  as  he  frequently 
visits  youngsters  receiving  treatment 
there.  He  participates  in  various  fund¬ 
raising  events  to  assist  the  Jimmy  Fund's 
work,  including  the  highly  successful 
Scooper  Bowl  event,  which  takes  place 
each  June  at  City  Hall  Plaza  in  Boston. 
He  also  participates  in  events  benefiting 
the  ALS  Foundation,  which  is  dedicated 
to  finding  treatments  and  a  cure  for  Lou 
Gehrig's  disease  (amyotrophic  lateral 
sclerosis).  Heathcliff  is  a  spokesperson  for 
breast  cancer  research  and  contributes  to 
the  "Why  Me  Program."  Why  Me  Incor- 
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porated  is  a  non-profit  organization 
which  supports  and  raises  money  for 
young  cancer  patients  and  their  families. 
Heathcliff  also  takes  time  to  visit  sick 
children  during  the  season  at  Boston 
Medical  Center,  Spaulding  Rehabilitation 
Center,  and  Massachusetts  General  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Mo  Vaughn,  the  1995  American 
League  MVP,  was  named  the  Red  Sox 
1996  Roberto  Clemente  Award  winner 
for  his  outstanding  contributions  in  the 
community  and  his  successful  contribu¬ 
tion  on  the  field.  He  has  received  the 
Boston  Globe  Community  Service 
Award,  voted  on  by  the  fans,  in  the  first 
two  years  of  its  existence  (1 995-96).  Mo 
has  not  only  embraced  the  Boston  area 
community,  he  has  literally  become  part 
of  it,  as  he's  joined  the  community  and 
built  a  home  for  himself  right  outside  the 
city.  He  is  legendary  in  his  dedication  to 
Boston's  community  as  he  tirelessly  lends 
his  time  and  effort  to  participate  in  many 
of  the  programs  the  Red  Sox  sponsor  and 
implement  through  their  Community 
Relations  Department.  He  further  contrib¬ 
utes  with  many  of  his  own  community- 
orientated  deeds,  focusing  special  atten¬ 


tion  on  Boston's  inner-city  youth.  As  part 
of  Vaughn's  current  contract  with  the  Red 
Sox,  he  and  the  team  fashioned  a  special 
"Hit  Dog  Homers"  program.  For  every 
home  run  Vaughn  hits  during  the  season, 


he  makes  a  donation  to  the  Boys  and  Girls 
Club  of  Boston.  The  donations  are  uti¬ 
lized  by  the  club  in  a 
variety  of  ways,  en¬ 
abling  youngsters  to 
attend  Red  Sox  games 
and  accompany 
Vaughn  on  special 
outings,  such  as  the 
ballet  and  the  circus. 

In  August  of  1 996,  Mo 
joined  City  of  Boston 
Mayor  Tom  Menino, 

Vice  President  and 
General  Manager 
Dan  Duquette,  and 
Vice  President  of  Ad- 
ministration  John 
Buckley  at  an  event  at 
"M"  Street  Park  in 
South  Boston  to  launch  the  Red  Sox 
"Field  of  Dreams"  community  program, 
which  is  a  team  effort  with  the  City  of 
Boston  to  refurbish  Boston  area  baseball 
fields  for  youngsters. 

In  addition,  under  the  Red  Sox  Adopt- 
A-School  program,  Vaughn  visits  schools 
throughout  the  Boston  area,  including  his 
own  adopted  school,  the  Charles  Taylor 

School  in  Mattapan. 
He  also  participates  in 
a  variety  of  youth 
baseball  clinics  and 
sporting  events  each 
year.  Mo  has  been  a 
spokesman  for  the 
Greater  Boston  Food 
Bank  and  the  Catho¬ 
lic  Charities,  which 
sponsor  children  for 
summer  camps,  and 
has  lent  his  time  to 
many  of  the  fund-rais¬ 
ers  with  which  the 
Red  Sox  have  been  in¬ 
volved,  including  the  Jimmy  Fund,  the 
United  Way,  Omega  Psi  Phi  charities,  and 
the  Massachusetts  Home  for  the  Holidays 
program  for  the  homeless.  In  conjunction 
with  Red  Sox  management,  he  has  spon¬ 


sored  special  days  at  Fenway  Park,  once 
purchasing  well  over  1,000  tickets,  dis¬ 


counted  by  the  Red  Sox  to  be  given  to 
inner-city  youngsters.  One  of  Mo's  most 
ambitious  projects  has  been  the  creation 
of  an  inner-city  community  youth  center 
in  the  heart  of  Boston.  The  Mo  Vaughn 
Youth  Development  Program,  a  collabo¬ 
ration  with  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Boys  and  Girls  Club  of  Boston,  provides 
a  safe  and  complete  location,  off  the 
streets,  for  youngsters  to  gather  for  social, 
educational  and  athletic  activities. 

As  part  of  his  contractual  commitment 
when  he  joined  the  Boston  Red  Sox  in 
1 996,  Wilfredo  Cordero  and  the  Red  Sox 
created  a  unique  community  program: 
"Dollars  for  Doubles."  For  every  double 
he  hits  during  the  season,  Cordero  do¬ 
nates  $200  to  the  Boston  Hispanic  Cen¬ 
ter  under  A.B.C.D.'s  (Action  for  Boston's 
Community  Development)  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Network.  While  this  program  con¬ 
tributes  to  the  Red  Sox  organization's  in¬ 
creasing  outreach  into  the  Hispanic  com¬ 
munity,  it  also  directly  provides  a  wide 
range  of  vital  services  through  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Hispanic  Center.  Some  of  the  services 
it  provides  include  employment  and 
training  opportunities,  educational  pro¬ 
grams  to  assist  low-income  families,  and

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Jimy  Williams'  Way  to  a 
Winning  Organization 


If  you  were  to  ask  new  Red  Sox  Man¬ 
ager  Jimy  Williams  about  his  baseball 
philosophy,  the  concepts  of  team,  uni¬ 
fied  organization,  enthusiasm,  and  win¬ 
ning  would  surely  dominate  the  conver¬ 
sation.  Williams,  53,  has  over  30  years 
of  professional  baseball  experience,  in¬ 
cluding  22  years  in  a  coaching  or  mana¬ 
gerial  capacity,  as  well  as  over  nine  sea¬ 
sons  as  a  coach  or  manager  on  the  Ma¬ 
jor  League  level.  Overall,  in  nine  full  sea¬ 
sons  as  a  manager  Williams  has  a  com¬ 
bined  record  of  71 0-599  (.542).  Red  Sox 
Executive  Vice  President  and  General 
Manager  Dan  Duquette  cites  Jimy's  ex¬ 
perience  as  one  of  the  greatest  assets  he 
brings  to  the  organization.  "Jimy  is  an 
outstanding  and  experienced  baseball 
man  who  has  enjoyed  success  along 
each  step  of  his  career,"  said  Duquette. 
"He's  been  involved  with  winning 
ballclubs  from  his  days  managing  in  the 
California  and  St.  Louis  minor  league  sys¬ 
tems,  to  the  success  he  enjoyed  as  the 
Toronto  Blue  Jays  manager  and  as  a 
coach  with  the  Atlanta  Braves." 

Williams  joins  the  Red  Sox  family 
from  the  Atlanta  Braves  organization 
where  he  served  as  the  Major  League 
third  base  coach  since  he  was  named  in 
late  June  of  1990.  As  the  backbone  of 
the  Braves  Major  League  staff  under  skip¬ 
per  Bobby  Cox  for  the  past  six  full  sea¬ 
sons  (1991-96),  Williams  assisted  in 
guiding  Atlanta  to  five  Division  Cham¬ 
pionships,  four  National  League  Cham¬ 
pionships  and  a  World  Series  Champi¬ 
onship  with  an  impressive  overall  550- 
356  (.607)  record. 

"Bobby  Cox  treated  his  staff  and  play¬ 
ers  with  a  lot  of  respect  and  I'm  going  to 
try  to  do  the  same,"  said  the  new  Red 
Sox  skipper  about  his  own  managerial 
approach.  "You  establish  respect  by  be¬ 


ing  yourself.  This  Boston  team  is  a  'we' 
team;  there  are  no  Ts'  here.  We  all  want 
to  be  better,  so  it's  important  that  each 
one  of  us  does  our  part.  Individual  goals 
and  accomplishments  are  important,  but 
the  overall  goals  of  our  'team'  and  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  uni¬ 
fied  body  are  most  essential.  If  someone 
has  an  idea  about  how  to  make  things 
run  smoother,  1  want  to  hear  it.  I  also 
want  to  allow  our  coaching  staff  to  feel 
like  they  have  the  freedom  to  coach,  be¬ 
cause  I  have  a  great  deal  of  confidence 
in  their  abilities.  " 

Indeed,  Williams  and  General  Man¬ 
ager  Dan  Duquette  have  assembled  an 
impressive  coaching  staff  of  some  of  the 
best  baseball  men  in  the  game,  includ¬ 
ing  Grady  Little,  Joe  Kerrigan,  Dave  Jauss, 
Wendell  Kim,  Jim  Rice,  and  Herm 
Starrette.  Williams  believes  that  Duquette 
did  an  admirable  job  in  the  off-season. 
"Dan  is  a  great  GM.  He  has  put  together 
a  good  team  of  personnel  and  we  are 
going  to  try  very  hard  to  give  those  fans 
something  special  this  season,"  says 
Williams.  "Everyone  in  this  organization 
is  on  the  same  page.  We  all  want  a  win¬ 
ning  team  in  New  England  and  with  the 
makeup  of  this  ballclub,  I  think  we  can 
do  it.  There  are  players  who  have  per¬ 
formed  well  and  put  up  good  numbers 
at  the  Major  League  level.  Most  impor¬ 
tant,  I  like  the  honest  energy  they  have 
shown  me  in  their  workouts.  They  have 
come  ready  to  play." 

For  Williams,  the  key  to  winning  is 
simple.  "Baseball  fundamentals  are  like 
breathing  to  me,"  says  Williams.  "It  is 
all  about  teaching  techniques.  Hitting 
cut-offs  and  completing  relays  when 
you're  in  the  field,  executing  bunts  and 
hit  and  run  plays  when  you're  at  the 
plate;  these  are  the  things  you  have  to

do  to  win  a  championship  and  we'll 
practice  them  every  day." 

Before  joining  Atlanta,  Jimy  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Toronto  Blue  Jays  Ma¬ 
jor  League  staff  for  over  nine  seasons. 
From  1980-1985  he  served  as  the  third 
base  coach  and  from  October,  1985  to 
May,  1989  he  was  Toronto's  Major 
League  manager.  In  three  complete  sea¬ 
sons  as  manager  (1986-1988),  Williams 
guided  the  Blue  Jays  to  an  overall  269- 
217  (.553)  record,  while  finishing  only 
two  games  out  of  first  place  in  his  last 
two  full  seasons. 

Williams  also  spent  six  seasons  as  a 
minor  league  manager  in  the  California 
Angels  organization  (1974-1977,  1979) 
and  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  organization 
(1978).  During  that  period  of  time,  he 
compiled  an  overall  record  of  441-382 
(.536)  and  finished  above  the  .500  mark 
in  five  of  six  seasons.  After  finishing  his 
final  full  season  as  a  player  in  1971,  Wil¬ 
liams  joined  the  Angels  organization  as 
the  manager  at  Quad  City  (Midwest 
League)  and  in  his  first  managerial  cam¬ 
paign,  led  his  squad  to  a  first  place  fin¬ 
ish  in  the  first  half  of  the  season.  He  man¬ 
aged  at  El  Paso  (Texas  League)  in  1975

before  leading  Salt  Lake  City  (AAA  -  Pa¬ 
cific  Coast  League)  to  a  first  place  finish 
in  1976  with  a  90-54  (.625)  record  and 
a  second  place  finish  in  1 977  with  a  74- 


65  record.  During  the  1 978  season,  Wil¬ 
liams  managed  at  Springfield  (AAA  - 
American  Assoc.)  in  the  Cardinals  orga¬ 
nization.  He  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City 


in  1 979  to  finish  his  last  stint  as  a  minor 
league  manager. 

Williams,  a  shortstop  throughout  his 
playing  career,  played  semi-pro  ball  in 
South  Dakota  in  1963  and  Alaska  in 
1 964,  before  joining  Waterloo  (Midwest) 
in  1965,  beginning  a  seven-year  profes¬ 
sional  career.  In  his  first  season,  Williams 
led  all  Midwest  League  shortstops  in 
fielding  pet.  and  was  named  to  the 
league's  All-Star  team.  In  1975,  he  fin¬ 
ished  his  last  full  season  as  a  player  (did 
not  play  in  1972-73),  which  included 
two  stints  in  the  majors  with  St.  Louis  in 
1966  and  1967. 

Williams  graduated  from  Arroyo 
Grande  High  School  and  received  his 
B.S.  after  attending  Fresno  State  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  and  his  wife  Peggy  reside  in 
Dunedin,  Florida  with  their  four  children, 
Monica,  Brady,  Shawn  and  Jenna.

Meet  the  Red  Sox  Coaching  Staff 


JOE  KERRIGAN 

-  When  Boston 
named  Kerrigan 
M.L.  Pitching 
Coach  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1 996,  many 
in  baseball  felt 
Boston  had 

hired  the  best  in 
the  game  today. 
Kerrigan  takes  a 
no  nonsense, 
JOE  KERRIGAN  business  ap¬ 
proach  to 
coaching.  He  is  student  of  the  game  and 
is  very  meticulous  about  all  aspects  of 
pitching,  including  mechanics,  prepara¬ 
tion  for  an  opponent,  and  most  impor¬ 
tantly  throwing  strikes  and  getting  ahead 
in  the  count.  The  42-year-old  veteran 
pitching  coach  has  over  22  years  of  pro¬ 
fessional  baseball  experience,  including 
1 3  years  as  a  coach.  He  spent  9  years  as 
a  M.L.  coach  with  the  Montreal  organi¬ 
zation,  and  from  1992-96  he  served  as 
their  pitching  coach. 

Under  Kerrigan's  leadership,  the  '96 
Expos  finished  2nd  in  the  N.L.  East  Divi¬ 
sional  and  Wild  Card  races.  Kerrigan's  staff 
allowed  the  fewest  hits  (1 353)  in  the  ma¬ 
jors,  and  tied  the  Braves  staff  for  the  low¬ 
est  average  allowed  (.247).  The  Expos  tal¬ 
lied  the  3rd  most  K's  in  the  majors  with 
1206.  The  staff  finished  the  year  with  a 
33-23  record  in  1-run  games,  which  tied 
for  the  best  record  in  the  majors. 

In  1995,  Kerrigan's  young  staff  finished 
with  the  2nd  fewest  walks  and  had  the 
3rd  most  saves  in  the  N.L.  (42).  In  1994, 
the  Expos  staff  led  the  team  to  a  74-40  1  st 
place  record  in  the  N.L.  East  and  had  a 
3.56  ERA  (1st  N.L.).  The  bullpen  led  the 
majors  in  saves  for  the  2nd  straight  year 
with  46.  In  his  2nd  year  with  the  Expos, 
Kerrigan's  bullpen  led  the  majors  and  also 
set  a  club  record  with  61  saves.  The  pitch¬ 
ing  staff  also  held  the  opposition  to  a  .249 
avg.  (2nd  in  N.L.).  In  '92,  the  staff  was 
2nd  in  the  N.L.  with  a  3.25  ERA,  led  with 
a  .238  average  against,  and  allowed  the 
fewest  hits  in  the  majors  (1 296). 

Kerrigan  served  as  the  Expos  bullpen 
coach  from  1983-86,  and  returned  in 
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1991  as  the  M.L.  pitching  coach.  He 
coached  at  Jacksonville  (AA)  in  1987,  at 
Indianapolis  (AAA)  from  1988-90,  and  at 
Harrisburg  (AA)  in  1991.  In  the  five  sea¬ 
sons  that  Kerrigan  worked  as  a  pitching 
coach  in  the  Expos  system,  his  staffs 
ranked  1st  in  their  respective  leagues  3 
times,  2nd  once  and  3rd  once. 

Joe  was  the  Montreal  Expos  first  round 
selection  in  the  1974  draft  after  pitching 
for  the  Temple  Owls.  He  also  played  in 
the  Baltimore,  Cincinnati  and  Phillies  sys¬ 
tem. 

"Joe  Kerrigan  has  established  himself 
as  one  of  the  top  pitching  coaches  in  base¬ 
ball  today,"  said  Dan  Duquette.  "He  is  a 
loyal,  dedicated  baseball  man  who  re¬ 
ceived  solid  training  and  experience  with 
the  Baltimore  Orioles  and  Montreal  Expos 
organizations.  He  has  an  excellent  train¬ 
ing  program  that  has  brought  superior  re¬ 
sults  to  his  pitching  staffs  and  he  has 
groomed  some  of  the  top  pitchers  in  the

base  coach.  Kim 
was  also  the  Gi¬

1989-91.  Kim  is  well  known  in  baseball 
for  his  remarkable  enthusiasm,  positive 
outlook  on  life  and  strong  desire  to  win. 
He's  also  known  for  his  full  sprint  to  3rd 
at  the  beginning  of  each  inning. 

Kim  was  the  first  Korean-American 
ever  to  wear  a  Major  League  baseball 
uniform  and  he  was  known  as  one  of  the 
most  aggressive  third  base  coaches  in  the 
National  League.  Prior  to  joining  the  Gi¬ 
ants  staff,  he  managed  in  the  Giants  orga¬ 
nization  for  eight  years  (AAA  Phoenix 
1987-88,  AA  Shreveport  1986,  A  Fresno 
1 983-85,  A  Clinton  1 981  -82).

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MEET  THE  NEW  FACES  OF  THE  1997  RED  SOX 


Looking  to  continue  the  ballclub's 
impressive  performance  during  the  sec¬ 
ond  half  of  the  1996  season,  during 
which  the  Red  Sox  led  the  Major  Leagues 
with  a  49-28  record,  Executive  Vice 
President  and  General  Manager  Dan 
Duquette  made  several  significant  off¬ 
season  transactions  as  part  of  the 
organization's  dedicated  mission  to  pro¬ 
vide  its  fans  with  a  perennial,  champi¬ 
onship-caliber  team.  Red  Sox  fans  can 
expect  to  see  a  ballclub  with  a  good  mix 
of  young  and  veteran  players,  depth, 
speed  and  improved  defense. 

LHP  STEVE  AVERY 

On  January  10,  1997,  the  Red  Sox 
signed  LHP  Steve  Avery  to  a  one-year 
contract.  In  7  Major  League  seasons, 
Avery,  only  26  years-old,  already  has  as 
much  baseball  experience  as  a  veteran 
player.  He  won  18  games  twice  (1991, 
1 993)  and  was  MVP  of  the  1991  N.L.C.S. 
(2-0,  0.00)  with  the  Atlanta  Braves.  Last 
year,  he  was  6-4  with  a  2.62  ERA  in  his 
first  1 2  starts,  prior  to  straining  a  muscle 
in  his  left  side.  From  April  21  to  May  1 , 
Avery  pitched  a  streak  of  18  scoreless 
innings,  followed  by  a  4-1  complete- 
game  win  with  a  season-high  9  strikeouts 
on  May  6  vs.  Colorado.  The  6-4,  205- 
pounder  was  on  the  disabled  list  from 
July  13  to  Sept.  2  (left  oblique  muscle 
ailment)  for  the  only  time  in  his  career. 
He  pitched  11  scoreless  innings  in  the 
first  two  starts  after  his  return  and  fin¬ 
ished  with  a  7-1 0,  4.47  record.  Avery  has 
not  allowed  a  home  run  to  a  left-handed 
batter  since  June  26, 1 994  (Daulton)  and 
hit  2  home  runs  himself  in  1996  for  the 
second  consecutive  year. 

Overall  in  seven  Major  League  cam¬ 
paigns,  Avery  has  a  career  mark  of  72- 
62,  with  a  3.83  ERA  during  the  regular 
season,  plus  a  5-3,  2.90  record  in  five 
post  seasons  (4-1 , 2.38  in  five  N.L.C.S.). 
He  was  picked  3rd  overall  in  the  1988 
June  draft  and  had  played  his  entire  pro¬ 


fessional  career  in  the  Atlanta  Braves  or¬ 
ganization  before  he  joined  the  Red  Sox. 

LHP  CHRIS  HAMMOND 

LHP  Chris  Hammond  signed  with  the 
Red  Sox  as  a  free  agent  on  December 
17,  1996.  The  reliable  lefty  is  adept  at 
holding  runners,  as  his  opponents  have 
only  24  stolen  bases  in  49  attempts 
(49%),  including  2  in  their  last  12  at¬ 
tempts  (1 7%).  Last  year,  Hammond  was 
3-2,  with  a  3.38  ERA  in  29  relief  appear¬ 
ances  and  2-6,  with  a  10.60  ERA  in  9 
starts  for  the  Florida  Marlins.  Overall  in 
1996,  he  was  5-8,  with  a  6.56  ERA  in  a 
career-high  38  appearances.  Hammond, 
31,  has  a  lifetime  43-49,  4.39  record  in 
1 59  appearances  (1 25  starts)  over  seven 
Major  League  seasons. 

Originally  signed  by  Cincinnati  in 
1986,  Hammond  earned  a  rapid  rise 
through  the  Reds  system.  The  6-1,  195- 
pounder  led  the  1988  Southern  League 
with  1 6  wins  and  a  1 .72  ERA  for  Chatta¬ 
nooga  (AA).  In  1990,  he  was  ranked  by 
Baseball  America  as  the  best  pitching 
prospect  in  the  American  Association, 
becoming  the  first  pitcher  since  Herb 
Score  in  1954  to  lead  the  A. A.  in  wins 
(1 5),  ERA  (2.1 7),  and  strikeouts  (1 49).  On 
July  1 6,  1 990,  Hammond  made  his  Ma¬ 
jor  League  debut  vs.  Montreal.  . 

In  1991,  Hammond's  first  full  season 
in  the  majors,  he  began  3-0,  with  a  1 .35 
ERA  in  his  first  3  starts  (20  IP,  3  ER).  After 
winning  7  games  for  Cincinnati  in  both 
1 991  and  1 992,  he  was  traded  to  Florida 
and  led  the  Marlins  with  a  career-high 
1 1  wins  in  1 993  as  the  only  LHP  in  their 
rotation.  He  had  a  career-high,  8-game 
winning  streak  in  8  starts  from  May  26  - 
July  2  and  was  named  Co-N.L.  Pitcher 
of  the  Month  for  June  (6-0,  2.53).  In 
1 994,  he  led  all  N.L.  starters  with  24  con¬ 
secutive  scoreless  innings  from  May  5- 
21  and  was  ranked  2nd  in  the  N.L.  with 
a  1 .79  ERA  through  May  21  (55.1  IP,  1 1 
ER).  He  finished  with  a  4-4,  3.07  record 


in  13  starts  (73.1  IP,  79  H,  30  R,  25  ER, 
23  BB,  40  K),  after  missing  portions  of 
the  season  with  injuries.  In  1995,  he 
lasted  8  innings  or  more  in  7  of  his  first 

1 1  starts  (6-2,  2.31 )  and  finished  with  the 
best  won-lost  record  (9-6)  of  his  M.L. 
career,  allowing  no  stolen  bases  in  seven 
attempts  and  hitting  the  first  grand  slam 
by  a  pitcher  since  Bob  Forsch  in  1986. 

RHP  JOHN  WASDIN 

The  Red  Sox  acquired  RHP  John 
Wasdin  from  the  Oakland  Athletics  in  ex¬ 
change  for  Jose  Canseco  and  cash  con¬ 
siderations  on  January  27,  1997. 
Wasdin,  24,  has  played  his  entire  pro¬ 
fessional  career  in  the  Athletics  organi¬ 
zation,  which  picked  him  in  the  1st 
round  of  the  1 993  June  draft  (25th  over¬ 
all).  In  his  early  Major  League  career,  he 
has  shown  his  winning  ways,  compiling 
a  9-8,  5.81  record  in  30  appearances, 
including  23  starts.  Wasdin's  lifetime 
minor  league  record  is  31  -1 9,  with  a  4.05 
ERA  in  78  appearances  (75  starts),  for  a 
.620  winning  percentage.  The  durable 
righty  has  made  30  starts  between  Oak¬ 
land  and  Edmonton  (AAA)  in  each  of  the 
past  two  seasons. 

During  the  1 996  season,  the  6-2, 1 90- 
pounder  made  25  appearances  for  Oak¬ 
land  (21  starts)  and  finished  with  an  8-7, 
5.96  record.  He  had  the  only  winning 
record  among  seven  pitchers  with  at  least 

12  starts  for  Oakland.  Wasdin  also  led 
the  staff  in  wins,  was  tied  for  the  club 
lead  in  strikeouts,  and  was  third  in  in¬ 
nings  pitched.  Despite  starting  the  1996 
season  with  Edmonton  (2-1,  4.14  in  9 
starts),  Wasdin  still  tied  for  third  among 
all  A.L.  rookie  pitchers  with  8  wins,  the 
most  by  an  Oakland  rookie  since  1985 
(Tim  Birtsas  had  10).  He  was  called  up 
on  May  22  and  won  his  first  three  starts 
and  five  of  his  first  six,  beginning  with  a 
6-2  win  on  May  28  vs.  Boston.  By  the 
All-Star  Break,  Wasdin  was  6-2,  4.75  in 
9  appearances  (8  starts).  One  of  the  losses 
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was  a  1-0  decision  on  June  30  in  Ana¬ 
heim,  his  first  career  complete  game  (8 
IP,  4  H,  1  ER,  2  BB,  4  K).  Wasdin  made  9 
relief  appearances  for  Phoenix  in  the  Ari¬ 
zona  Fall  League  and  was  0-0-0,  1.04 
(17.1  IP,  14  H,  2  R,  2  ER,  4  BB,  10  K). 

Wasdin  was  promoted  through 
Oakland's  system  to  the  majors  in  less 
than  three  years.  In  1 993,  he  pitched  for 
Scottsdale  (Rookie),  Madison  (A)  and 
Modesto  (A)  prior  to  winning  both  his 
starts  in  the  California  League  playoffs 
(12.2  IP,  5  ER).  In  1994,  Wasdin  began 
3-1 ,  1 .69  in  6  starts  for  Modesto  (A)  be¬ 
fore  being  promoted  on  May  5  to  Hunts¬ 
ville  (AA),  where  he  was  12-3,  with  a 
3.43  ERA  in  21  starts,  ranking  3rd  in  wins 
and  1 0th  in  ERA  among  Southern  League 
leaders.  He  also  won  two  playoff  games 
(16.1  IP,  0  ER),  en  route  to  the  Southern 
League  Championship.  Overall  in  1 994, 
Wasdin  averaged  1.82  walks/9  innings 
pitched  (168.1  IP,  34  BB)  and  finished 
2nd  in  Oakland's  system  with  15  wins 
and  1 38  strikeouts.  In  1 995,  Wasdin  was 
12-8,  with  a  5.52  ERA  with  Edmonton 
(AAA),  averaging  1 .96  BB  per  9  IP  (1  74.1 
IP,  38  BB),  ranking  3rd  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  League  in  wins,  strikeouts,  and 
innings  pitched. 

Nineteen  days  after  his  23rd  birthday, 
Wasdin  made  his  M.L.  debut  vs.  Boston 
on  August  24,  1995.  He  entered  the 
game  in  the  3rd  inning,  trailing  8-2.  Af¬ 
ter  allowing  2  home  runs  (Valentin, 
Canseco)  and  2  walks  to  his  first  4  bat¬ 
ters,  he  retired  20  of  the  final  23  batters 
for  a  team-high  6.2  IP  in  relief  (4  H,  3  R, 
3  ER,  3  BB,  1  K).  Wasdin  won  6-1  in  his 
first  M.L.  start  on  Sept.  16  vs.  Minn.  (6 
IP,  4  H,  1  ER,  0  BB,  1  K)  and  finished  1- 
1,  with  a  4.57  ERA  in  5  appearances, 
holding  opponents  to  a  .21  5  batting  av¬ 
erage  (14-65). 

INF  CHRIS  DONNELS 

Returning  to  the  Red  Sox  organiza¬ 
tion  is  left-handed  hitting  utility  infielder 
Chris  Donnels,  30,  who  signed  as  a  free 
agent  on  December  20,  1 996.  Fans  may 


remember  Donnels  for  his  spirited  play 
during  the  1995  pennant  race,  as  he  ar¬ 
rived  in  a  June  10  trade  with  Houston 
and  hit  .333  (1  7-51 )  in  his  final  23  games 
to  help  Boston  clinch  the  A.L.  Eastern 
Division  title.  The  Red  Sox  assigned 
Donnels  to  the  Kintetsu  Buffaloes  in 
Japan's  Pacific  League  on  October  26, 
1 995,  and  he  responded  in  1 996  by  hit¬ 
ting  .281  (91-324)  in  108  games  with  a 
.385  on-base  pet.  and  a  .540  slugging 
pet.,  ranking  10th  among  league  leaders 
with  54  walks  and  tying  for  11th  with  a 
career-high  20  HR. 

The  6-0,  1 85-pounder  was  originally 
selected  by  the  New  York  Mets  in  the  1  st 
round  of  the  1987  June  draft  (24th  pick 
overall)  and  has  played  283  games  over 
five  M.L.  seasons  (596  AB,  142  H,  27 
doubles,  4  triples,  7  HR,  53  RBI,  62  R, 
75  BB,  119  K). 

OF  SHANE  MACK 

On  December  1 4, 1 996,  the  Red  Sox 
signed  veteran  outfielder  Shane  Mack  as 
a  free  agent.  Mack,  33,  returns  to  the 
United  States  after  playing  two  seasons 
with  the  Yomiuri  Giants  of  the  Japanese 
Central  League,  where  he  hit  .284  (1 50- 
961)  overall  with  42  HR,  while  playing 
in  247  of  a  possible  260  regular  season 
games  (95%).  Last  year  he  ranked  among 
league  leaders  with  a  .293  batting  aver¬ 
age  (21st),  22  HR  (tied  for  10th),  75  RBI 
(1 0th),  71  runs  (1 0th),  236  TB  (1 0th),  and 
1 2  SB  (7th),  helping  the  Giants  overcome 
an  11 .5-game  deficit  to  win  the  Central 
League  pennant. 

Mack  brings  many  dimensions  to  the 
Red  Sox  ballclub  with  his  strong  athletic 
ability,  great  speed,  excellent  defensive 
instincts  and  skill,  and  a  proven  bat.  His 
outstanding  base  running  and  stolen  base 
ability  brings  an  additional  element  to 
the  club.  Mack's  experience  and  intelli¬ 
gence  will  be  a  great  asset  to  Boston  on 
the  playing  field  and  in  the  clubhouse. 

The  6-0,  1 90-pounder  was  originally 
drafted  by  San  Diego  in  the  1st  round 
(1 1  th  overall)  of  the  1 984  June  draft.  He 


reached  the  Major  Leagues  within  3 
years,  playing  for  the  Padres  during  the 
1987-88  seasons.  Acquired  by  Minne¬ 
sota  in  the  Rule  5  M.L.  draft  in  1989, 
Mack  played  for  the  Twins  from  1990- 
94  and  hit  .309  overall  (668-2161 )  while 
topping  the  .310  mark  in  four  of  the  five 
seasons.  He  was  a  key  contributor  in  the 
1991  World  Champions,  hitting  .310 
(137-442)  with  18  HR,  his  most  in  the 
majors.  In  1992,  Mack  hit  .315  and  es¬ 
tablished  career  highs  with  156  games, 
600  at  bats,  189  hits,  31  doubles,  280 
total  bases,  75  RBI,  101  runs,  64  walks, 

26  stolen  bases,  and  a  22-game  hitting 
streak.  Prior  to  leaving  for  Japan,  the  pro¬ 
ductive  right-handed  batter  enjoyed  his 
finest  M.L.  season  in  1994,  hitting  .333 
(101-303)  with  a  .402  on-base  pet.  and 
a  .564  slugging  percentage  (21  doubles, 
2  triples,  1 5  HR)  in  81  games  before  the 
strike.  Overall  in  seven  Major  League 
seasons,  Mack  has  hit  .299  (754-2518) 
with  a  .366  on-base  pet.  (80  SB)  and  a 
.458  slugging  percentage  (133  doubles, 

27  triples,  71  HR)  in  794  games. 

OF  JESUS  TAVAREZ 

The  Red  Sox  acquired  outfielder  Jesus 
Tavarez  from  the  Florida  Marlins  on  No¬ 
vember  25,  1996  in  exchange  for  a 
player  to  be  named  later  (RHP  Bob 
Rodgers,  December  16).  The  speedy 
switch-hitter,  who  turns  26  on  March  26, 
played  in  a  career-high  98  games  last 
year  for  the  Marlins  (25  in  LF,  30  in  CF, 
1 2  in  RF),  hitting  .300  (9-30)  as  a  pinch- 
hitter  in  his  first  full  year  at  the  M.L.  level. 
Tavarez  also  went  2-5  in  both  of  his  starts 
as  the  leadoff  centerfielder.  Overall,  he 
hit  .355  (11-31)  with  men  in  scoring  po¬ 
sition.  Following  the  season,  the  Santo 
Domingo  native  led  the  Dominican  Win¬ 
ter  League  with  18  stolen  bases  in  39 
games  for  Aguilas. 

Tavarez  provides  depth  as  a  young 
and  skilled  defensive  outfielder,  having 
committed  no  errors  in  1 78  M.L.  games 
(206  total  chances).  The  6-0,  170- 
pounder  has  shown  promise  at  the  plate, 
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batting  a  career-high  .289  (55-1 90)  in  63 
games  with  the  Marlins  in  1995.  Over¬ 
all  in  three  M.L.  seasons  (1994-96)  he 
has  hit  .254  (87-343).  Tavarez  is  always 
a  threat  to  run,  as  his  21 2  stolen  bases  in 
the  minors  will  attest. 

Among  the  spring  training  invitees  who 
have  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  this 
year  are  RHP  Jim  Corsi,  RHP  Greg 
Hansell ,  LHP  Takayasu  Kato ,  LHP  Mark 
Mi  mbs,  RHP  Tyrone  Narcisse,  LHP  Al 
Osuna,  LHP  Joe  Rosselli,  RHP  Johnny 
Ruffin,  RHP  Bret  Saberhagen,  RHP  Rick 
Trlicek,  RHP  Mike  Williams,  infielder 
Mike  Benjamin,  catcher  Chris  Howard, 
catcher  Tim  Spehr,  and  outfielder  Juan 
Williams. 

RHP  JIM  CORSI 

Jim  Corsi  is  happy  to  be  reunited  with 
the  Red  Sox  family.  A  native  of  Newton, 


MA,  the  right-handed  reliever  once 
pitched  for  Greensboro  (A)  in  the  1985 
South  Atlantic  League  and  for  New  Brit¬ 
ain  (AA)  in  the  1 986  Eastern  League  as  a 
member  of  the  Red  Sox  organization. 
Corsi,  35,  lives  in  Natick  with  his  wife, 
Diane,  and  their  children,  Julianne  (6), 
Mitch  (4),  and  Jenna  (3). 

The  6-1 , 220-pounder  has  seven  years 
of  Major  League  experience  and  has  al¬ 
lowed  only  20  HR  in  222  appearances 
(one  per  67  batters  faced)  while  compil¬ 
ing  a  lifetime  mark  of  13-16,  3.23  with 
5  saves  (320.1  IP,  296  H,  1 29  R,  1 1 5  ER, 
1 27  BB,  1  79  K).  In  five  years  in  the  A.L. 
(1988-89  and  1995-96),  all  with  Oak¬ 
land,  Corsi  went  1  3-9-5,  2.75  in  1 60  ap¬ 
pearances  (222.1  IP,  1 92  H,  77  R,  68  ER, 
94  BB,  119  K),  as  one  of  the  A's  top  set¬ 
up  men.  Last  year,  he  established  career 
highs  of  56  appearances,  6  wins,  and  3 
saves,  earning  the  most  wins  by  an  A's 


pitcher  without  a  loss  since  Joe  Pate  (9- 
0)  of  the  1926  Philadelphia  A's.  Corsi 
signed  with  the  Red  Sox  as  a  free  agent 
on  February  3,  1 997. 

RHP  GREG  HANSELL 

The  Red  Sox  claimed  RHP  Greg 
Hansell  off  waivers  from  Minnesota  on 
October  11,  1996.  Hansell,  who  turns 
26  on  March  12,  led  all  Twins  relievers 
with  74.1  innings  pitched  last  year  and 
finished  2nd  on  the  club  with  50  appear¬ 
ances  and  23  games  finished,  posting  a 
3-0,  5.69  record  with  3  saves  in  his  first 
full  M.L.  season. 

Originally  the  Red  Sox  12th  pick  in 
the  1 989  June  draft  (1 0th  round),  Hansell 
was  a  starter  for  Gulf  Coast  (Rookie)  in 
1 989  and  for  Winter  Haven  (A)  in  1 990, 
before  being  traded  to  the  Mets  as  part 
of  a  deal  for  Mike  Marshall  on  July  27, 
1 990.  He  was  then  traded  to  the  Dodg- 
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ers  with  Bob  Ojeda  in  exchange  for 
Hubie  Brooks  on  December  15,  1990. 
Converted  to  a  reliever  in  1994  with  Al¬ 
buquerque  (AAA),  Hansell  was  named 
the  9th-best  prospect  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  by  Baseball  America  following  a 
10-2,  2.99  mark  with  8  saves. 

The  6-5,  215-pound  right-hander 
made  his  M.L.  debut  with  Los  Angeles 
in  1 995  and  was  0-1 , 7.45  in  20  appear¬ 
ances  before  being  sent  to  the  Twins  or¬ 
ganization  in  a  six-player  deal  on  July 
31,1 995.  In  70  relief  appearances  over 
two  seasons  at  the  M.L.  level,  Hansell 
owns  a  3-1,  6.05  record  with  3  saves 
(93.2  IP,  112  H,  65  R,  63  ER,  37  BB,  59 
K). 

LHP  MARK  MIMBS 

The  Red  Sox  signed  LHP  Mark  Mimbs 
as  a  free  agent  to  a  minor  league  con¬ 
tract  on  November  25, 1 996.

"Ty"  has  made 
at  least  26  starts  in  each  of  the  past  four 
seasons  in  the  Astros  organization,  in¬ 
cluding  a  career-high  29  starts  with 
Asheville  in  1992,  tying  for  the  South 
Atlantic  League  lead.  The  6-5,  205- 
pounder  has  played  the  past  two  full  sea¬ 
sons  with  Jackson  (AA),  finishing  3rd  in 


the  1 995  Texas  League  with  a  3.24  ERA. 

LHP  AL  OSUNA 

Al  Osuna  signed  as  a  free  agent  on 
December  18,  1996.  The  6-3,  200- 
pound,  left-handed  reliever  went  0-0, 
2.25  in  10  relief  appearances  last  year 
with  San  Diego  (4  IP,  5  H,  1  R,  1  ER,  2 
BB,  4  K)  and  1  -0,  2.30  in  1 1  appearances 
with  AAA  Las  Vegas  (1 5.2  IP,  9  H,  6  R,  4 
ER,  5  BB,  1  7  K),  after  compiling  totals  of 
8-2,  2.86  in  1 4  starts  for  Rio  Grande  Val¬ 
ley  in  the  independent  Texas-Louisiana 
League.

The  Red  Sox  signed  LHP  Joe  Rosselli, 
24,  as  a  free  agent  on  December  16, 
1996.  Claimed  off  waivers  by  the  Angels 
organization  on  January  26,  1996,  he 
made  a  successful  conversion  from 
starter  to  reliever,  going  2-3,  2.91  in  47 
appearances  last  year  with  AAA 
Vancouver  (58.2  IP,  53  H,  22  R,  19  ER, 
26  BB,  37  K).  The  6-1 ,  1 85-pounder  be¬ 
gan  the  1 995  season  with  San  Francisco 
and  won  his  first  two  starts,  finishing  2- 

I,  8.70  in  9  appearances  (5  starts)  with 
the  Giants  in  his  only  M.L.  campaign  (30 
IP,  39  H,  29  R,  29  ER,  20  BB,  7  K).  Se¬ 
lected  by  San  Francisco  in  the  1 990  June 
draft,  Rosselli  was  rated  the  #2  prospect 
in  the  1992  California  League  by  Base¬ 
ball  America,  as  he  went  1 1  -4  in  22  starts 
for  San  Jose  (A)  with  a  league-leading 
2.41  ERA. 

RHP  JOHNNY  RUFFIN 

Johnny  Ruffin,  25,  brings  his  four 


years  of  M.L.  experience  from  Cincin¬ 
nati  to  Boston,  after  signing  with  the  Red 
Sox  as  a  free  agent  on  December  27, 
1 996.  The  right-handed  pitcher  has  a  life¬ 
time  record  of  10-6,  3.88  in  131  relief 
appearances  (183.1  IP,  168  H,  87  R,  79 
ER,  86  BB,  1 54  K),  limiting  opponents  to 
an  overall  .244  batting  average  (168- 
688),  including  .228  (91-399)  against 
right-handed  batters.  Last  year,  he  aver¬ 
aged  10  K  per  9  IP  (62.1  IP,  69  K)  and 
allowed  only  4  of  20  inherited  runners 
to  score  (20%),  posting  a  1  -3,  5.49  mark 
in  49  appearances  while  recovering  from 
an  injury  to  his  right  knee,  which  short¬ 
ened  his  1995  season.  In  1994,  his  first 
full  season  in  the  majors,  Ruffin  was  an 
effective  set-up  man,  compiling  a  7-2, 
3.09  record  in  a  career-high  51  appear¬ 
ances.  The  6-3,  1  70-pounder  was  origi¬ 
nally  selected  by  the  White  Sox  in  the 
1988  June  draft  and  was  used  primarily 
as  a  starting  pitcher  until  1 993.

In  what  could  prove  to  be  a  brilliant 
move,  the  Red  Sox  signed  free  agent  RHP 
Bret  Saberhagen  to  a  minor  league  con¬ 
tract  on  December  9,  1996  with  provi¬ 
sions  for  a  major  league  contract  and  a 
club  option  for  1 998.  Saberhagen  is  pro¬ 
gressing  very  well  with  his  rehabilitation 
program  in  spring  camp,  after  having 
right  shoulder  surgery  on  May  28,  1 996. 
The  Red  Sox  expect  that  he  should  be 
able  to  help  the  Major  League  squad 
during  the  1997  season. 

Saberhagen  is  a  masterful  control 
pitcher.  Despite  his  young  age,  32,  he 
has  12  years  of  M.L.  experience  and  a 
long  list  of  impressive  achievements,  in¬ 
cluding  two  Cy  Young  Awards  (1985, 
1989),  a  no-hitter  (1991),  three  All-Star 
selections  (1987,  1990,  1994),  a 
Rawlings  Gold  Glove  Award  (1989),  a 
World  Series  Championship  (1985),  and 
a  World  Series  MVP  award  (1985).  He 
was  most  recently  with  the  Colorado  or¬ 
ganization  since  being  traded  from  the 
New  York  Mets  in  July  1 995.  He  owns  a 
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lifetime  mark  of  141-100,  3.26  in  337 
appearances  (2227.2  IP,  2100  H,  880  R, 
807  ER,  421  BB,  1510  K),  including  76 
complete  games  and  1 6  shutouts  among 
his  309  starts. 

During  the  1 994  season,  Saberhagen 
led  the  Mets  staff  with  a  1 4-4,  2.74  record 
(177.1  IP,  169  H,  58  R,  54  ER,  13  BB, 
143  K),  posting  the  3rd  best  ERA  in  the 
majors  and  becoming  only  the  3rd  dif¬ 
ferent  modern-day  pitcher  with  more 
wins  than  walks  in  a  season  of  at  least 
1 50  IP.  In  1 991 ,  his  final  season  with  the 
Royals,  he  threw  a  7-0  no-hitter  on  Au¬ 
gust  26.  The  6-1,  200-pounder  won  his 
second  Cy  Young  Award  and  first 
Rawlings  Gold  Glove  Award  in  1989, 
leading  the  M.L.  with  a  career-best  23 
wins,  2.16  ERA,  262.1  IP,  and  .793  win¬ 
ning  pet.  In  1 985,  at  age  21 ,  Saberhagen 
won  his  first  Cy  Young  Award  with  a 
record  of  20-6,  2.87  (235.1  IP,  211  H, 
79  R,  75  ER,  38  BB,  1 58  K)  and  was  2-0, 
0.50  in  his  two  World  Series  starts  (18 
IP,  11  H,  1  R,  1  ER,  1  BB,  1 0  K),  authoring 
an  1 1  -0  shutout  against  St.  Louis  in  Game 
7  to  clinch  the  World  Championship  and 
earn  World  Series  MVP  honors. 

RHP  RICK  TRLICEK 

A  veteran  of  nine  different  Major 
League  organizations  (Phillies,  Braves, 
Blue  Jays,  Dodgers,  Red  Sox,  Giants,  In¬ 
dians,  Tigers,  Mets),  Rick  Trlicek,  27,  re¬ 
turned  to  Boston  when  the  Red  Sox 
claimed  him  off  waivers  on  October  1 4, 
1996.  He  also  appeared  in  a  Red  Sox 
uniform  in  1994,  when  he  pitched  for 
Boston,  Pawtucket  (AAA),  and  New  Brit¬ 
ain  (AA).  The  6-2,  200-pounder  has  life¬ 
time  totals  of  2-4,  5.11  with  one  save  and 
one  start  in  60  appearances  (93.1  IP,  96 
H,  57  R,  53  ER,  42  BB,  52  K). 

Last  year  the  resilient  righty  led  the 
International  League  with  62  appear¬ 
ances  and  furnished  a  4-5,  1 .87  record 
with  10  saves  for  Norfolk  (AAA)  in  the 
Mets  system  (77  IP,  52  H,  18  R,  16  ER, 
16  BB,  54  K),  holding  opponents  to  a 
.194  batting  average  (52-268),  including 


.1 58  (1 2-72)  in  the  9th  inning.  Called  up 
by  the  Mets  in  September,  Trlicek  was  0-

RHP  MIKE  WILLIAMS 

The  Red  Sox  signed  RHP  Mike  Will¬ 
iams  to  a  minor  league  contract  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  15,  1997.  The  6-3,  195-pounder 
had  spent  his  entire  professional  career 
with  the  Phillies  organization  since  he 
was  picked  by  Philadelphia  in  the  1990 
June  draft.  Last  year,  Williams  made  a 
career-high  29  starts  and  was  the  only 
Phillies  starter  to  remain  healthy  all  sea¬ 
son.  In  1 995,  he  went  3-3,  3.29  (87.2  IP, 
78  H,  37  R,  32  ER,  29  BB,  57  K)  in  a 
career-high  33  appearances  (8  starts)  and 
held  opponents  to  a  .239  batting  aver¬ 
age  (78-327),  including  .193  vs.  lefties 
(28-145).  Williams,  28,  has  a  five-year 
M.L.  record  of  1 3-25, 4.87  (384.2  IP,  406 
H,  227  R,  208  ER,  145  BB,  227  K)  in  99 
appearances  (54  starts). 

INF  MIKE  BENJAMIN 

On  January  31,  1997,  the  Red  Sox 
signed  free  agent  infielder  Mike  Ben¬ 
jamin  to  a  minor  league  contract.  Ben¬ 
jamin,  31,  has  24  stolen  bases  in  26  at¬ 
tempts  in  the  majors  (92%),  having  sto¬ 
len  successfully  in  the  first  14  attempts 
of  his  career.  The  6-0,  1 69-pounder  has 
played  in  334  games  over  his  eight  M.L. 
campaigns  (740  AB,  1 48  H,  31  doubles, 
4  triples,  1  7  HR,  64  RBI,  92  runs,  48  BB, 
163  K).  In  1995,  while  playing  for  the 
Giants,  he  set  a  Major  League  record 
with  1 4  hits  in  3  consecutive  games  from 
June  11-14.  Last  year,  Benjamin  was  hit¬ 
ting  .340  (18-53)  with  a  .679  slugging 
percentage  (4  doubles,  1  triple,  4  HR) 
through  his  first  17  games  for  Philadel¬ 
phia,  but  missed  most  of  the  second  half 
of  the  season  with  a  sore  neck.

Chris  Howard,  31,  signed  with  the 
Red  Sox  as  a  free  agent  to  a  minor  league 
contract  on  December  18,  1996.

The  6-2,  200- 
pounder  was  a  late-inning,  defensive 
specialist  with  Montreal  last  year,  start¬ 
ing  only  seven  of  the  58  games  in  which 
he  caught  and  completing  the  Expos  bat¬ 
tery  for  21  saves  and  6  relief  wins.  In 
five  M.L.  seasons  (four  with  Montreal, 
one  with  Kansas  City),  Spehr,  30,  has 
played  246  games  (276  AB,  56  hits,  20 
doubles,  1  triple,  7  HR,  35  RBI,  37  runs, 
28  BB,  71  K). 

OF  JUAN  WILLIAMS 

Juan  Williams,  24,  signed  with  the 
Red  Sox  as  a  free  agent  on  November  9, 
1 996.  Selected  by  the  Braves  in  the  1 990 
June  draft,  the  6-0, 1 80  pound  outfielder 
had  played  his  entire  professional  career 
in  Altanta's  minor  league  system,  prior 
to  joining  the  Red  Sox.  Last  year,  he  hit 
.272  (97-357)  with  22  doubles,  2  triples, 
and  15  HR  in  119  games  for  Richmond 
(AAA).  Still  developing  as  a  power  hit¬ 
ter,  Williams  has  averaged  one  HR  per 
20  AB  over  the  past  three  seasons  (54 
HR,  1072  AB),  whereas  he  had  hit  one 
home  run  per  67  AB  in  his  first  four  sea¬ 
sons  (20  HR,  1349  AB).

Haselman  joins  the  Red 
Sox  in  their  dedicated  efforts  to  benefit 
the  Jimmy  Lund  and  is  another  frequent 
visitor  at  the  Dana-Farber  Cancer  Insti¬ 
tute  in  Boston.  He  also  visits  youngsters 
at  the  University  of  San  Francisco  Can¬ 
cer  Center  in  California.  Haselman  par¬ 
ticipates  in  the  "Sox  Talk"  program,  visit-

parks  around  the  city  of  Boston.  The  Red 
Sox  can  always  count  on  Bill  to  be  a  tire¬ 
less  "go  to"  guy,  participating  in  almost 
every  program  in  which  the  Red  Sox  are 
involved.  Bill  works  especially  well  with 
youngsters;  one  look  into  the  kids'  eyes, 
and  you  can  always  see  the  unique  im¬ 
pact  he  makes  on  each  and  every  one  of 
them.  Bill  is  also  very  active  in  the  "First 
Place"  program,  which  is  an  inner-city 
school  for  abused  children  in  his  home 
state  of  Washington.  Everyone  looks  to 
Bill  as  an  example  of  caring  and  giving. 

Now  in  his  third  season  with  the  Red 
Sox,  Troy  O'Leary  continues  his  work  in 
the  community.  FHe  has  worked  to  ben¬ 
efit  the  "Pine  Street  Inn,"  a  homeless  shel¬ 
ter  that  also  provides  program  and  ser¬ 
vice  initiatives.  Troy  is  an  active  partici¬ 
pant  in  the  Red  Sox  "Sox  Talk"  program, 
during  which  youngsters  are  treated  to  a 
baseball  clinic,  autographs,  and  one-on- 
one  contact  with  the  Red  Sox  players  and 
coaches.  Troy  also  participates  in  events 
to  benefit  the  ALS  Foundation. 

Aaron  Sele  has  been  the  Multiple  Scle¬ 
rosis  Spokesperson  for  the  past  two  sea¬ 
sons  for  the  Red  Sox.  MS  is  a  disease 
which  randomly  attacks  the  nervous  sys¬ 
tem  and  diminishes  the  control  a  person 
has  over  his  or  her  body.  Aaron  enjoys 
taking  part  in  the  society's  annual  Read- 
a-Thon  Reading  Program,  a  program  that 
he,  himself,  was  a  participant  of  as  a 
youngster.  Today,  Sele  is  encouraged  to 
see  young  children  reading  books  to  sup¬ 
port  Multiple  Sclerosis  research.  The 
Massachusetts  chapter  provides  a  wide 
range  of  services,  including  counseling 
programs,  equipment,  educational  and 
informational  services,  as  well  as  the  MS 
vacation  program,  which  provides  a  bar¬ 
rier-free  getaway  for  people  in  the  state 
living  with  Multiple  Sclerosis.  Aaron,  who 
is  still  an  avid  reader,  always  brings  books 
on  road  trips  and  can  often  be  found  read¬ 
ing  by  his  locker  before  games.  Aaron 
also  supports  the  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health  and  its  Tobacco 


Control  Program.  Aaron  personally  takes 
a  strong  stand  against  the  use  of  tobacco 
products.  He  speaks  to  junior  high  and 
high  school  kids  about  the  dangers  of 
using  smokeless  tobacco  products,  from 
the  development  of  mouth  lesions  to  the 
high  rate  of  addiction.  Aaron  is  a  player 
who  truly  believes  in  the  development 
of  children  from  both  an  intellectual  and 
a  physical  standpoint. 

Mike  Stanley  also  enjoys  lending  a 
helping  hand  in  the  community.  He  is 
associated  with  many  different  commu¬ 
nity  endeavors  in  his  home  state  of 
Florida,  spending  quality  time  in  support 
of  the  Central  Florida  Little  League  pro¬ 
grams  and  giving  valuable  catching  and 
hitting  instruction  to  college  players  at 
the  University  of  Central  Florida  during 
the  off-season.  Mike  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Cystic  Fibrosis  Foundation,  which 
was  established  in  1955  to  raise  money 
for  research  to  find  a  cure  for  cystic  fi¬ 
brosis  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  life 
for  children  and  young  adults  with  the 
disease.  Cystic  Fibrosis  (CF)  is  the  most 
common  fatal  genetic  disease  in  the 
United  States  today,  affecting  approxi¬ 
mately  30,000  children  and  young  adults.

The  homes  provide  par¬ 
ents  and  children  with  an  opportunity  for 
stability  and  personal  growth  which  they 
could  not  have  afforded  without  Habitat's 
help.  Mike  also  lends  his  support  to  the 
Good  Sheppard  Church  and  School  in 
Port  Au  Prince,  Haiti. 

John  Valentin  targets  the  Jimmy  Fund 
as  his  central  charity.  He  continues  to 
participate  year-round  in  numerous  ap¬ 
pearances  and  fund-raising  commitments 
to  benefit  the  Dana  Farber  Cancer  Insti¬ 


tute.  From  visits  to  the  clinic,  to  hours 
spent  working  as  chairman  of  the  Jimmy 
Fund  radiothons,  John  works  relentlessly 
to  help  the  efforts  of  the  Jimmy  Fund. 
Valentin  also  has  a  ticket  program  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Red  Sox,  in  which  he 
splits  the  cost  of  1 3  Red  Sox  tickets  (rep¬ 
resenting  his  uniform  number)  with  the 
Red  Sox  for  every  RBI  he  tallies  during 
the  season.  All  tickets  are  used  by  young 
Dana-Farber  Clinic  patients  and  their 
families.  John  also  participates  in  events 
benefiting  the  ALS  Foundation.  John  pre¬ 
fers  to  remain  inconspicuous  as  he  fre¬ 
quently  visits  sick  children  in  their  homes 
during  the  off-season.  John  is  a  player 
who  gives  100%,  both  on  the  field  for 
fans  and  off  the  field  to  benefit  sick  chil¬ 
dren  and  charities. 

Tim  Wakefield  likes  to  focus  a  major¬ 
ity  of  his  effort  towards  children's  chari¬ 
ties.  He  is  heavily  involved  with  the 
Space  Coast  Early  Intervention  Center 
(SCEIC),  located  in  his  home  town  of 
Melbourne,  Florida.  Tim  hosts  his  own 
celebrity  golf  classic  and  auction  in  the 
month  of  January  to  benefit  the  center. 
The  Space  Coast  Early  Intervention  Cen¬ 
ter  is  a  non-profit  preschool  and  thera¬ 
peutic  center  for  children  with  and  with¬ 
out  developmental  delays.  Over  the 
years,  SCEIC  has  provided  services  and 
support  for  families  and  children  with 
Down  syndrome,  Williams'  syndrome, 
Ret  syndrome,  Cerebral  Palsy,  Autism,  P- 
4  Deletion  syndrome,  PDD  (pervasive  de¬ 
velopmental  delay),  as  well  as  children 
with  visual,  speech  and  hearing  delays. 
SCEIC  programs  involve  not  only  children 
with  "special  needs,"  but  also  "normal" 
developing  children.  This  inclusive  en¬ 
vironment  allows  for  role-modeling  from 
peers  and  prepares  the  children  for  the 
eventual  mainstream  experience  into  the 
public  and  private  school  systems.  Tim 
participates  in  off-season  golf  tourna¬ 
ments  benefiting  Cystic  Fibrosis,  Cerebral 
Palsy,  and  Hodgkin's  Disease.
